Alma Wright—Medium size double white flower on 
small light green foliage. Dainty compact plant—not 
a miniature. Named for the Editor of African Violet 
Magazine. 50c. 


Apple Blossom (Improved)—Large white flower with 
rose-orchid at tips and edges. Medium green DuPont 
foliage. Will grow large and lovely. 50c. 


Aurora—Delicate blue flower diffused with a blending 
white. Exquisite, but contrary in that the upper petals 
are the lightest. Bright green rippling foliage. 50c. 


Autumn—Medium blue full double, some petal tips 
minutely splashed with rose-pink, usually 10 to 12 buds 
per stalk. Large dark green leaves, varnished in ap- 
pearance, deeply waved and rippling, underside has red 
coloring of autumn foliage. The outstanding plant of 
the year. $1.00. 


Bronze Fringette—Dark blue frilled flower with sides of 
petals crimped backward. Bronze fringed foliage, very 
red underside. Size medium. 50c. 


Brussels Sprouts—The ‘’Parrot Tulip’’ of violets. Usu- 
ally a silver green ball-blossom shaped like its name, 
occasionally unfolding to disclose a huge double, deep 
purple, flower. Extra profuse bloomer. 50c. 


Calif. Dark Plum—Flowers open a dark red velvet (al- 
most black) later becoming rayed to a plum red. Large 
dark green foliage, will make a large graceful plant. 
50c. 


Corsage—A new color in violets. Powder blue double 
flowers with a corsage of bloom nestling on medium 
green foliage. Medium size plant. 50c. 


Dainty Dutchess—Delicate shell pink, sweetpea type, 
flower on light green girl foliage. A blue ribbon win- 
ner at the ‘52 Convention. 50c. 


Double Lace—Full double white flowers often varie- 
gated, even on the same flower stalk, with pastel shad- 
ings. Lots of blossoms, on lovely bright green fringed 
foliage. Compact small to medium plant. 50c. 


Double Lady—Medium blue full double flowers. Dark 
shiny girl foliage with bronze throat. 50c. 


Dream Girl—White flower with dark blue edge. Very 
dark velvety green girl foliage. Deeply scalloped edges 
banded white, with larger white area at base of scal- 
lops. Small but not miniature. 50c. 


Evening Sunset—Light blue flower with an overcast of 
pink, especially predominate in the upper two petals. 
A blend of sunset colors around a large white eye. 
Small, unusual dark green leaves on thick stems. Grows 
slowly to a small - medium size plant. Patience will 
reward you well. 50c. 


Fire Chief—Full double red bicolor flower with dark tips. 
Dark green serrated edge foliage. A good size plant, 
always in bloom. 50c. 


Fluffy Lady—Full double fluffy white flower, may also 
have blue marked blossoms on same flower stalk. Love- 
ly light green girl foliage. Medium to large plant. 50c. 


Friendship—Giant light blue flower with darker eye. 
Blossom frequently measures 2 inches. Excellent dark 
green, heart shaped, slightly cupped and quilted, foli- 
age. Red underneath. Size medium to large. We 
have applied for registration. 50c. 


Frilled Blue Delight—Flower white suffused with blue, 
most predominate on the frilled petal edges. Lovely 
bright green fringed foliage. A compact small to me- 
dium plant. 50c. 


Frosty (Ulery’s)—Young leaves creamy white with green 
up center and veins, outer leaves nearly all green but 
frosted at base. Most unusual. Will propagate 95% 
to 100% true, whereas most variegated foliage violets 
refuse to propagate. $1.00. 


Geneva’s Daughter—Blue flower with white edge. Light- 
er blue than Lady Geneva and on beautiful bright green 
girl foliage, to boot. Medium size plant. 50c. 


Girl at Dawn—Unusual shade of light purple. Lovely 
dark girl foliage. Medium size plant and a profuse 
bloomer. 50c. 


Holly (Kellar’s)\—Medium blue flower. Plant named for 
foliage which is black-green, frilly pointed, ruffling to 
the edges, red underside. 50c. 


Indianola—Large orchid bicolor flower with dark plum 
eye. Bronze foliage, wine-red underside. Large fast 
grower. 50c. 


Inspiration—Pastel violet, shading deeper in center of 
blossom and brushed deeper into the petals. Flowers 
larger than silver dollar, 7 or more to stalk, and held 
high above medium green foliage. Leaf toothed edges 
and tapered at tip. 50c. 


Lady Enchantress—Deep red flower with white edge. 
Dark green girl foliage. Medium size plant. A real 
enchantress—exciting as her name. 50c. 


Magnifico—Huge double bicolor flowers—light orchid 
with outer petals flushed wine and ending in very dark 
red tips. Small, dark green foliage—very red under- 
neath. A medium size plant. Truly magnificent. 50c. 


Minuet Girl—Unusual shade of light (minuet) blue. 
Nice medium green girl foliage. Medium size plant. 
DUC. 


Moonlight—White flower marked with light blue. Dark 
green, white scalloped, deeply lobed, curly foliage. 
Small, compact, but not miniature. 50c. 


Pansy—Light blue flower, petals tipped with a white 
band. Medium green foliage. A darling. 50c. 


Pink Attraction—Glowing pink flowers, large round pet- 
als, bright rosy eye. Excellent medium green foliage. 
Medium large plant. Attractive—and then some. 50c. 


Pink Cheer—Deep rose-pink flower on dark green foli- 
age. Good grower and bloomer. The ‘52 pink Champ. 
5O0e: 


Pink Luster (Tinari’s)—Lush sea shell pink, up to 15 or 
more flowers per stalk. Dark green, slightly quilted 
foliage. Medium compact plant. 50c. 


Pinnochio—Deep purple flower with white flecks, maybe 
at edges and/or tips. Odd, amusingly shaped petals. 
Wavy medium green foliage. Medium size plant. 50c. 


Rainbow Rose—Large double flowers; some pure white 
edged with a lovely rose, others are white suffused with 
rose. You will watch each blossom as it opens—each 
lovelier than the one before. Excellent foliage. Our 
biggest seller in ‘52 and we cannot grow enough of 
them to keep up with plant sales demand. 50c. 


Red Lady (Ulery’s)—Clear red flower, does not fade. 
Beautiful bright dark green girl foliage. Medium size 
elant Fo Uc, 


Red Princess—Bright wine red flower on nicely quilted, 
bright, shiny green foliage. Large plant. 50c. 


Red Wave—Red flower’ on wavy leaves — a terrific 
bloomer. Silver Cup winner (highest award) at the ‘52 
National Convention. 50c. 


Robinhood—Blossoms have large, flat, dark tipped pet- 
als. Upper 2 petals deep maroon red (almost black). 
Lower 3 petals a good rich red. Dark green tapered 
leaf. Will grow large and beautiful. 50c. 


Royal Scot (Dbl. Orchid Neptune)—Double light plum 
flowers. Sleek dark green, quilted, spooned, foliage 
red underside. An aristocrat. 50c. 


Ruffled Queen—Large blue-burgundy flower with ruf- 
fled, frilled petals. Medium green heavy DuPont foli- 
age. Large plant and the Queen of fringed blossoms. 
50c. 


Sea Shell—Lavender flower with a white edge. Delicate 
and lovely. Medium green foliage and a medium size 
plant. 50c. 


Shocking—tTruly a shocking pink. Bright green foliage 
with a tendency to quilt. Medium to large plant. 50c. 


Silhouette—Flower light blue silhouetted against a wide 
band of paler blue at edges. Has a white eye, and 
bright green foliage. Exciting? 50c. 


Silver Lining—One of Fischer’s lovely edged double 
series. Full double blue flower, each petal clearly edged 
in white—resembles a blue cloud exposing its silver 


lining. $1.00. 


Sir Lancelot—The knight of bicolors. Flower lavender- 
pink with petals tipped a very dark purple. Upper 2 
petals lavishly tipped and blending to the eye. Shiny 
dark green foliage. Vigorous grower. Should win 
prizes at any show. 50c. 


Snow Lining—Fischer’s companion to Silver Lining. 
Full double red-lavender flowers, each petal clearly 
edged in white. We have impatiently awaited the re- 
lease of this series. $1.00. 


Spec. Blue Eyed Girl—White with blue eye. Bright 
green girl foliage with white spot running up into veins, 
evenly scalloped edge, reverse foliage silvery white. Me- 
dium size plant. 50c. 


Sweetpea Red Girl—Huge red flower shaped like a 
sweetpea. Waxy dark green girl foliage. 50c. 


Taffeta—Misty lavender blossoms make a striking con- 
trast to very dark glossy flat leaves. A large plant 
named for its foliage. 50c.
